The production of the first 
furfural in Florida was an- 
pounced Tuesday by , John 
Boyd. Belle Glade furfural 
plant supervisor for the Quak- 
er Oats Company. 

Present for the announce- 
ment were Glades Sugar House 
officials including President, 
George H. Wedgworth, Vice 
President Billy Rogers, and 
General Manager William J. 
(Bill) Miller. 

The plant has been produc- 
ing small amounts of furfural 
since Dec. 18 in preparation 
for full scale production early 
in 1967, Boyles said. 

Major construction is com- 
plete, Boyd said, however Dan- 
iel Construction Company will 
not finish several small jobs 
for about six weeks. 

The plant should be in oper- 
ation at least 11 months of the 
year using stored bagassee, a 
sugar mill waste product from 
the Glades Sugar House and 
other area mills, Boyles said. 

The plant presently employ- 
ees about 40 persons but when 
full production is started 10 
to 15 additional emplo; 
will be needed, he said. The 
plants payroll will amount to 
about a quarter of a million 
dollars a year. 

Furfural is used as a raw 
material for other chemicals 
made by the Quaker Oats 
Company and in the purifi 
tion of motor oils. 

"here are rumors that an- 
other user of bagasse Cel 
lex, is considering moving into 
this area, Boyles said. Cell 
tex uses Bagassce in produ 
ing press boards and is pre.

Other Quaker Oats Com- 
pany furfural plants are locat 
ed in Tennessee, Towa and Ne- 
braska and use corn cobs in- 
stead of bagasse, Boyles said

Work 
continued on German measles 
vaccints, with great success 
reported in human trials. Wide 
use of existing vaccines was 
urged in a campaign to stamp 
out measles. 

We are not yet at the end 
of the road to perfect health. 
Medicine makes no promise 
that we will ever get there— 
certainly not in the near fut- 
ure. Physicians still lose bat- 
tles against such old killers as 
heart disease, stroke, and can- 
cer. 

But our prospects continue 
to improve for a rich, full 
life and a meaningful old age. 
One of the people we can 
thank for this is the American 
doctor.

It seems that driver license s 
pensions in Florida are only oné- 
tenth of what they once were, be- 
fore the point system instituted by 
the 1965 legislature. That law just 
isn't working. 

The law gives judge discretion- 
ary power to traffic violator 
points against drivers; 12 points 
within 12 months leads to a 30-day 
license suspension; 18 in eight 
months to a three-month suspen- 
sion; 24 within 36 months, a year's 
suspension. 

But the judges generally were 
lenient, some didn't even bother to 
assess points — in which case the 
minimum allowable by law applied. 
And very few driver's licenses 
were suspended. 

The proposed new law would 
make the maximum, instead of the 
minimum number of violator points 
apply where no definite action is 
taken by a judge. This would leave 
the judges with discretionary pow- 
er, but they would have to act affir- 
matively in favor of driver if a re- 
peater's license were not to be en- 
dangered. 

It would require the judge to 
think less, and the reckless driver 
more. And most drivers will think 
at least twice before risking their 
privilege of driving. Records show 
that only one of 28 drivers who 
have-had their licenses suspended 
become repeaters. 

By no stretch of the imagina- 
tion will this become a cure-all for 
traffic violations and accidents, 
but if it helps just a little it will be 
worth while. Reversal of an alarm- 
ing trend must start somewhere.

Day Of Reckoning 


There is increasing evidence 
that such things as collective bar- 
gaining, picketing and striking are 
rights that can be lost when labor 
leaders ignore the requirements of 
responsible citizenship. is has 
happened in Great Britain.

SENSING THE NEWS 


Republican Governor 


The public issue in the pri- 
vate dispute between the Ken- 
nedy family and the publishers 
of a book on President Ken- 
nedy's assassination is the is- 
sue of threatened suppression 
of the facts of history. 

If the Kennedy family had 
a contractual relationship with 
the author, which has been vio- 
lated, that is one thing. The 
courts are competent to deal 
with matters of contract. But 
it has to be acknowledged that 
the violent death of a Presi- 
dent of the United States is a 
matter of enduring national 
concern, Thus those persons 
who have knowledge of the cir 
cumstances of Mr. Kennedy's 
death, including friends and 
members of his family, have 
a civic obligation to assist those 
who seek to give the nation the 
whole truth and nothing but 
the truth. ^ 

Unfortunately, the Kennedys 
have a well-documented re- 
cord of trying to prevent pub- 
lication of certain books on 
the late President or of ínsist- 
ing on various editorial chang- 
es. The country has a right, 
therefore, to note that an at- 
tempt has been made on a 
number of occasions to im- 
pose a kind of private censor- 
ship on a story that belongs to 
the public. True, the Presi- 
dent's death was a terrible fa- 
mily tragedy, but it also was 
a national tragedy — as has 
been the case with the other 
presidential assassinations in 
American history. 

One well-known author, who 
sought to write a book on the 
last day in President Kennedy's 
life, alleged that the word was 
sent around to friends and 
other knowledgeable individ- 
vals ihat they should not co- 
operate. This distinguished au- 
thor complained, with justice, 
that the Kennedy family had 
tried to shut the door on his- 
tory. 

This cannot be done in our 
kind of free society. We say 
that we haye an open society, 
and it is very wrong if the 
Kennedys try to make it a 
closed society when it comes 
to writing history. 

Senator Robert F. Ken- 
nedy's complaint about the 
publication of a book dealing 
with his brother on the grounds 
of invasion of privacy, makes 
strange reading in view of the 
recent news reports that he 
knew about and sanctioned 
widespread wire-tapping. True, 
Senator Kennedy had denied 
sanctioning the “bugging” of 
telephone lines, but FBI Di- 
ector J. Edgar Hoover insists 
that this was the case — and 
Mr. Hoover's word commands 
the highest respect among A- 
mericans. 

The Kennedys, it must be 
realized, feel that they own the 
legend and image of the slain 
President. Some citizens be- 
lieve that they also try to ex- 
ploit the legend and image, not 
simply to honor the dead Pre- 
sident but to advance the poli- 
tical goals of Robert F. Ken- 
nedy. The Kennedys themsel- 
ves will have to wrestle with 
the morality of such manipula- 
tion of the memory of a brave 
and charming man, bur the 
country at large can hardly 
join in justification of such an 
exercise. The Kennedy legend 
is not something to be turned 
on and off, as the political de- 
mands of his two U. S. Sena- 
tor brothers dictate. This isn't 


from 1961 until his assassina- 
tion in November 1963. The 
country also needs to know 
more about the character of his 
administration and the people 
brought in to Washington. This 
knowledge should mot be 
sought in a vindictive or parti- 
san manner, either as an ex- 
ercise in pro or con political 
maneuvering, but the dignity, 
authority and fairness of real 
historical research. The auth- 
ors of such research should let 
the chips fall where they may, 
touching — if the record makes 
it necessary — persons both 
living and dead, the lowly and 
those in the highest offices of 
the land.

Tt appears that Florida's 
gross farm income will re- 
main at a high level. However, 
increasing costs, particularly 
for labor and feed, will depress 
profit margins. Net farm in- 
come is likely to decline in 
1967. 

Vegetables 

Florida vegetable produce 
tion will be substantial in the 
1966-67 season. Some down- 
ward adjustment is a distinct 
possibility because of an un- 
Certain labor supply, competi- 
tion from imports and other 
factors. 

By mid-November, it was 
apparent that Florida tomato 
acreage would be substantially 
less thad in 1965-66. 

Acreages of other vegetables 
planted to date are running 
modestly ahead of a year ago. 
It has been too wet in South 
Florida for optimum develop- 
ment of vegetables, and yields 
during the fall season will 
likely be less than last year. 

Supplies, at least early in the 
1966-67 season, will be ample 
for trade demands. The amount 
of late season acreage, largely 
for spring harvest, will be de- 
pendent on labor and market 
experience during December 
and January. 

There are some unusual fea- 
tures to the 1966-67 vegetables 
season. Drought in northern 
states forced many processors 
to seek snap bean supplies in 
Florida, and our growers har- 
vested several thousand bus- 
hels under contract for pro- 
cessing in October and Novem- 
ber. This crop fits in well with 
growing schedules. 

Field Crops 

The outlook for production 
and prices in 1967 is favor- 
able. Most Florida field crops 
are affected by Federal price 
support activities and this fact, 
combined with growing de- 
mand for many field crops, 
should insure satisfactory price 
and production levels. 

Sufficient labor seems to be 
in sight for tobacco and sugar 
cane during 1966-67. Other 
crops are highly mechanized 
and require relatively little 
hand labor. 

The Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation Service 
of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has an- 
pounced the following state 
acreage allotments for sugar- 
cane for sugar and seed for the 
1967 season. Acreage allot- 
ments (proportionate shares) 
for ‘all old-farms total 197,398 
acres. New grower applications 
may increase that total by 200 
to 300 acres later. The 1966 
acreage allotments covering 
the crop on which harvest be- 
gan November 1 are about the 
same. 


Dairy 

With_most Florida counties 
under Federal Milk Marketing 
Orders as a result of producer 
referendums, prices to dairy- 
men for milk should be stabi- 
lized at levels which will in- 
sure Florida consumers an 
adequate milk supply in 1967. 
Beef 

Florida cattlemen had a good 
year in 1966, and the outlook 
for cattle nationally indicates 
1967 may be even better, De- 
clining cow, heifer and calf 
slaughter is expected to hold 
down beef supplies, and the 
demand for beef is expected 
to be strong. Therefore, econ- 
omists reason, prices for beef 
are expected to be higher 
Feeder cattle should be in 
strong demand at improved 
prices in 1967. 

For the past two years, 
many of the, nation’s cattle- 
men have been cutting back 
their herds. Present numbers 
nationally are believed down 
from a year ago. 

However, there are indica- 
tions that favorable prices are 
stimulating herd increases. The 
decline in cow, heifer and calf 
slaughter in 1966 appears to 
be the tip-off. Florida cattle- 
men have not cut hack, but 
they have been upgrading their 
hepds and are in a good posi 
tion to take advantage of what- 
ever price increases are forth- 
coming in 1967 

Cow slaughter has been be- 
low 1965 since June. Our cat- 
tlemen very probably are now 
more optimistic over the long- 
run outlook and apparently are 
beginning to hold back female 
breeding stock for herd ex-

Passes To Fla. Parks On Sale : 


TALLAHASSEE — State- 
wide entrance permits that will 
admit the purchaser and the 
occupants of his car to all of 
Florida's state parks for one 
year will go on sale Jan. 1 

State Parks Director Bill 
Miller said the statewide passes 
were offered for the first time 
last summer for only a six- 
month period to change sales 
over.to the calendar year, in- 
stead of the Park Board's fis- 
cal year from July to June. 

Miller said the new permits, 
which replace the annual auto 
passes sold for individual parks 
only, cost $5.15. 

In addition, statewide boat 
launching decals also will go on 
sale at the same price and will 
allow boat owners to use the 
launching ramps in all parks 
throughout the State without 
additional fees. 

The daily automobile fee at 
the larger state parks is 50 
cents, and a charge of 50 cents 


pansion and increased produc-

Competition from increased 
supplies of pork and poultry, 
and possibly some of the re- 
cent unfavorable publicity on 
food prices, may tend to limit 
price increases.

Florida's rapid 
improvement in quality and 
wider acceptance of Florida 
calves as feeders should be es- 
pecially favorable to Florida 
cattlemen. 

Hogs 

With more hogs to be mar- 
keted in 1967, prices will un- 
doubtedly be a little lower 
than in 1966. However, the 
situation appears favorable for 
the producer in Florida. 

1t is possible that the steady 
declir= in Florida's hog indus- 
try might be levelling off; how 
ever, a sizeable increase or ex- 
pansion in Florida's production 
is not expected. 

Poultry 

Florida's egg production, 
which has increased over five 
fold since 1951, continues to 
expand. We produced about 
two billion eggs in 1966 and 
prices were the most favorable 
in many years. 

Floridians continue to lead 
the nation in the consumption 
of poultry meat and thousands 
of pounds of poultry are im- 
ported each year from other 
states to meet the demand.
